4OBBER COST SURVEY Emphasizing general 
need for more efficient jobber operations in the light 
of continued rising costs and same or lower margins 
is a study of current jobber operating costs being 
conducted by a committee of the Michigan Petroleum 
Assn. Committee, headed by A. D. Dubuisson of South 
Haven, is determining relative costs for jobber opera- 
tions of various sizes and will report to association's 
board of directors. The material will be made avail- 
able to all Michigan jobbers to help them find ways 
of cutting their expenses. 


SYNTHETICS PUSH— If the Administration in Wash- 
ington decides to push this year for adoption of legis- 
lation setting up a commercial synthetics liquid fuels 
industry, the key congressional committee in the 
attempt may be the House Banking group, headed 
by Representative Spence (D., Ky.), a Fair Dealer. 
In prior years, such legislation has been handled on 
the House side by the Commerce (Crosser) committee, 
but some members of the Spence committee feel that 
they should have jurisdiction because any synthetics 
legislation would be enacted on the grounds of neces- 
sity for the mobilization effort. And that's in its 
particular legislative sphere. 


SAFETY PATROL— Voluntary safety patrols set up 
by state motor carrier associations are increasing in 
number. Current reports are that a move is now un- 
derway to set up camera squad cars for these patrols 
along the line of some patrols now operated by or in 
conjunction with insurance companies handling truck 
and bus fleet accounts. With camera-equipped cars, 


patrols can submit photographic proof of any traffic- 


violation by either a truck or a bus observed by a 
highway patrol car 


GAS HEAT—Having failed to make headway with 
Secretary Chapman, the interstate gas pipe line com- 
panies now are turning the heat on Defense Produc- 
tion Administrator Harrison in the hopes of persuad- 
ing him their affairs ought to be handled by an 
agency independent of the Petroleum Administra- 
tion. They could run into more than they bargained 
for, however, because Chapman has his back up and 
may, if crowded, propore still another arrangement 
far less appealing to the gas people even than if 
they were to remain in PAD's bailiwick 


CAN IT BE SO? — Representative Mason (R., IL) 
believes that at long last he is going to get some 
help from the Truman Administration in his fight 
to tax the now-tax-exempt organizations, such as co- 
ops, which compete with conventional private busi- 
ness enterprises. The Illinois congressman says he 
has been informed that “most of the recommenda- 
tions” he has outlined in a bill along these lines will 
be contained in the forthcoming White House tax 
message to Congress. 


DRIVER TRAINING—It may not be long before oil 
truck drivers applying for jobs will be asked, “What 
college did you attend?” One state college already 
operates a six-week course specifically designed to 
train truck drivers. So far every graduate of the 
school has been employed by a Class A fleet operator, 
and the demand for driver graduates far exceeds 
supply. Currently eight other universities and col- 
leges are seriously considering establishing similar 
extension courses. 


TIRE TREND —A balanced tire inventory will be 
more difficult than ever to manage because demand 
for extra low pressure tires is now approaching the 
point where it will account for half the replacement 
tire business. Before the year is out the 6.00-16 tire 
may no longer be the leader. During the transition 
period service station and all oil marketing TBA ware- 
houses need to watch the sales flow with extra care. 


TANKER SALARY BOOST Some _ independent 
tanker operators foresee the maritime unions asking 
for steep wage boosts soon, when contract negotia- 
tions open up, in view of the recent sky-rocketing 
tanker rates. 


DIESEL TAX— Report ‘s that Virginia legislature 
may act soon to impose a tax on Diesel fuel. Look 
for all-out oil industry opposition to the move. Oil 
men contend that since only about 2° of Diesel fuel 
in the state is used for transportation purposes, it 
will mean refund of about 98% of all such tax col- 
lected

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Detroit Case Ruling Could Be Upset 
Unless Congress Writes It Into Law

Take it from silver-maned Pat Mc- 
Carran, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, the Supreme 
Court did a good job when it ruled 
in favor of Indiana Standard in the 
FTC-Detroit Case 

The court's was “a well-reasoned 
decision, a well-written decision, a 
sound and salutary decision from all 
standpoints one that should go a 
long way in disposing “of a great 
deal of loose thinking and general 
foolishness” around Washington, ‘he 
Nevada Democrat told the Senate 
last week 

Just the same, however and this 
is the excuse for mentioning his re 
marks here-the Senator raised a 
point that will be well to remember 
because it may presage an attempt 
to write the substance of the court 
ruling specifically into the law 

Sure the ruling was a fine one, but 
don't overlook the fact, says Mce- 
Carran, that three justices dissented 
and that the margin would have been 
but 5 to 4 had the ninth member of 
the court Justice Minton— not been 
disqualified from participating by 
reason of having written the con- 
trary opinion of the Circuit Court 
ot Appeals before his promotion to 
the Supreme bench 

In other words, reasons the Sen- 
ator, there is very real danger that 
in some future cas¢ justice 
now on the majority side may do a 
flip-flop and thereby upset the De- 
troit Case finding that 
good faith a competitor's lower price 
is not a violation of the price dis- 
crimination provisions of the Robin- 
son-Patman act So, he concludes, 
Congress had better get about the 
business of writing into law the 
philosophy of the present majority 
else it may wake up one of these 
days to find things in a pretty pickle 
indeed

It appears as though Congress, at 
long last, will get around to equaliz- 
ing the income tax treatment ac- 
corded all consumers for state taxes 
paid on gasoline purchases Under 
provisions of a meacure by Repre- 
sentative King (D., Calif), which al- 
ready has passed the House and is a 
good bet to sweep through the Sen- 
ate, these taxes could be deducted 
from income whether or not they are 
imposed on the consumer, retailer or 
wholesaler 

Present law authorizes such deduc- 


tions only for taxes on the consumer 
or retailer, thereby leaving out in the 
cold garoline consumers in six states 
where the wholesale type of tax is 
imposed——California, Florida, Loui- 
siana, North Dakota, Utah and Wyo- 
ming. Enhancing the prospects for 
this bill is the fact that the Treasury 
Department is not opposed to any 
such amendment to the Internal 
Revenue Code. The new law would 
be retroactive to Dec. 31, 1949, giving 
gasoline customers in those six states 
an opportunity to cut down 1950 tax 
liability—if Congress can beat that 
March 15 deadline

Output of Distillates at Record High; 
Demand Forces Up Crude Allowable 


Refinery production of gas oil and 
distillate fuel oil rose to a new aill- 
time high mark during the week 
ended Jan. 13. New peak output of 
10,062,000 bbls. topped the previous 
record set during the week ended 
Dec. 30, 1950, by 38,000 bbis., ac- 
cording to API statistics 

Crude runs to refinery stills (see 
summary table at bottom of this 
page) remained high, increase of 
23,000 b/d from the week ended Jan 
6 to that ended Jan. 13 putting runs

On the same day that the API re- 
port came out, Jan. 17, the Texas 
Railroad Commission, meeting in 
Houston, issued an emergency order

The February crude oil allowable 
for Texas was set at 2,758,953 bd 
an increase of 170,323 b/d over the 
calendar day allowable as of Jan. 13 
of 2,588,630 b/d. Natural gasoline 
and distillate production was esti- 


mated at 336,553 bd, making total 
allowable 3,095,506 b/d 

A majority of the crude buying 
companies represented at the prora- 
tion hearing asked for more crude 
oil during the balance of January 
They said that strong demand for 
refined products, especially heating 
oils, forced them to request an in- 
chease in allowables. 

Increases were asked by Sun, Sin- 
clair and Humble for both the bal- 
ance of January and for February 
Magnolia and Phillips urged increased 

reduction in February. Shell, Mag- 
olia, Phillips and Gulf did not spe- 
cifically ask for additional crude dur- 
ing the latter part of January, but 
indicated they could use it. 

Representative for Humble said 
crude being supplied to his company 
was 60,000 b/d below its needs, while 
Sun and Shell said they were with- 
drawing crude from storage at rate 
of 14,000 b/d. Other smaller compa- 
nies cited need for increased supplies 

Stanolind Oi] Purchasing Co. was 
the only company to state it needed 
no more oil than it had been re- 
ceiving.

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Bill Would Give Dealers 


Evaporation Loss Refund 


NPN News Bureau 


WASHINGTON Retail gasoline 
dealers, under a bill sponsored by 
Representative Beckworth (D., Tex.) 
would be allowed a refund of federal 
excise taxes paid on gasoline which 
is lost by the retailer through evapo- 
ration 

The bill (H. R. 1276), which was 
referred to the House Ways and 
Means Committee, would limit the 
amount of refund to 2% of the tax 
paid by the dealer on gasoline dur- 
ing any calendar quarter, providing 
the dealer files for the refund within 
60 days after the end of the quarter 


Mr. Beckworth said he introduced 
the measure on the recommendation 
of a gasoline service station organ- 
ization in his home state It is sim- 
ilar to a previous bill (H. R. 7401) 
which was sponsored in the 8lst Con- 
gress by Senator Smathers ‘(D., Fla.) 
when he was a member of the House 


In other developments on Capitol 
Hill during the past week 

1. The House Commerce (Crosser) 
Committee received a proposal to 
abolish its subcommittees, including 
the Harris O!l Subcommittee Under 
the proposal, a majority of the com- 


mittee work would be conducted by

2. A resolution extending ‘ts fuels 
policy investigation through the first 
half of this year was approved by 
the Senate Interior (O'Mahoney) 
Committee and sent to the Senate 
Rules Committee The latter will 
report it to the Senate floor for a 
vote. The Interior Committee's stu- 
dy will end on Jan. 31, if the new 
resolution does not win Senate en 
dorsement 


3. Chairman O'Mahoney ‘(D., Wyo.) 
of the Senate Interior Committee 
introduced an “interim” bill for fed- 
eral operation of tidelands oil and 
gas leases. The measure would 
authorize Interior Secretary Chap 
man to continue leases issued by 
coastal states, to issue new leases 
and to pay coastal states 37.5% of 
royalties collected from lands within 
the seaward boundaries of the states 


4. House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee approved a contracts renegotia- 
tion bill (H. R. 1724) which would 
exempt from renegotiation crude oil 
purchases by the government direct- 
ly from producers. Subject to rene- 
gotiation, under terms of the bill 
would be crude oil costs of refiners

If that happened, the federal gas 
oline tax undoubtedly would be in 
creased accordingly, with the likeli 
hood small that the states would 
drop their own levies, it is suggested 

There probably is no chance for 
repeal of the excise in the present 
emergency, say students of the prob 
lem. At the same time, they insist 
there are sounder equitable 
ways of bringing out more defense 
funds than by increasing the gaso- 
line tax

Motorists ‘Cheated’ 


CLEVELAND -An increase 
in the federal gasoline tax 
would cheat motorists in all 
states prohibiting diversion of 
gasoline tax and motor vehicle 
fees to other than highway pur- 
poses, the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er said Jan. 5 in an editorial 

It cited Interna! Revenue Bu- 
reau figures showing that only

1951 state legislative sessions will 
have an important bearing on future 
industry operations In addition to 
proposals in 34 states aimed at gaso-

MIDWESTERN (Chicago-E. St. Lovis Area) 


‘Premiums Ease on Spot Fuel Offerings 


Midwest trade sources said “premiums” for both light 
and heavy fuels had “eased” during the third week of 
January, and some grades of distillates were relatively 
easy to find at these prices Heavy fuel for shipment 
this month still was not “too easy to buy,” but “over- 
the-market” prices for these grades were trimmed also 

Several trade sources declared gasoline had “additional 
strength” because of an all-time high winter demand and 
approach of next season's anticipated “record-breaking 
requirements. Others said this early strength in gaso 
line came from scarcity of clean tank cars which were 
put into light fuel oil service. Cycled regular-grade gaso- 
line was held at 9.5c to 9.625c, Group 3 basis, resellers, up 
0.125c from prices earlier this month 

Tank car marketers said continued mild weather had 
produced a general air of easiness on high priced open 
market fuels. By the end of the week most offers of 
light fuels to resellers in suppliers’ cars were scaled down 
to “0.5c over Group 3 (quoted) lows 

Marketers also said mild weather had taken most of 
the edge off demand; however, they re ported sales of 
No. 1 fuel at 9.625c and 9.75c, No. 2 fuel at 9c, Group 3 
basis. Quotations for No. 1 by refiners ranged from 
9 to 9.25c and from 8.375 to 8.625c for No. 2, FOB Group 
3 

Tank car marketers generally quoted $1.95 to $2 per 
bbl., Group 3, for No. 6 fuel. A general downward trend 
in “premiums” was indicated by several traders, and in 
at least one instance a small purchase for resale at $1.85 
per bbl. was disclosed Several traders said the heavy 
fuel open market was “touchy” because of the week-long

CENTRAL MICHIGAN 
Mild Weather Slows Light Oil Demand 


Mild weather during week ended Jan. 20 slowed de 
mand for light grades of fuel oil to point where produc 
tion was about equal to shipments, according to Central 
Michigan refiners.
